DEATH TO THE FLY 

If there is no breeding place for | 
flies there will be no flies. The al- j 
most total. disappearance of stables I 
from cities has removed a prolific 
source of fly piopogation. But not 
all the spots which assist the fly in j 
preserving his species were in the 
vicinity, of stables. Where there is . 
filth there will he flies and where flies j 
go there will some of the filth accom- | 
pany them.' Time was wnen flies j 
were endured as an inevitable annoy-. 
ance without an appreciation of the 
1 menace to health their presence is. 
They swarmed because no effort was 
[made to eradicate them. That era is 
(past but there are those still who tol- 
|crate conditions which in effect are 
[not inimical to the interests of the fly. 
N’ot every house occupant can pre¬ 
bent flies from seeking entrance but 
everyone can keep them on the out¬ 
ride. It is within the province of all 
to refuse to purchase food products 
which are accessible to flies: Were 
everyone to eliminate breeding places 
on his own premises and to screen 
and swat, the fly soon would become 
as completely extinct as the monsters 
of which we know only through their 
fossil remains. The . fly is small hut 
he makes up in industry and persis¬ 
tence what he lacks in size. We be¬ 
come alarmed when an epidemic 
[threatens, yet too many of us tolerate 
the fly when we know his capacity as 
a disease carrier. Because he is no 
novelty we minimize the peril which 
he may transmit.

Much oratory has been expended of 
late on past heroes-i-the adventurous 
French voyagers, thd U. E. Loyalists, 
the Fathers of Confederation. But all 
too little attention has been paid to 
the virtues of the really great—those 
little boys of thirty-five years ago, 
who helped so much in making Can-, 
ada what she is today. There you 
find tenacity and industry that has 
been unsung, s» far as we know, in 
the ballads of our country. But not 
unsung by these same boys, now the 
respected fathers of the land. No 
every family hears a recital at almost 
any time. The theme comes up if the 
cow is not milked, the garden not 
tended, the grass not dug. Almost 
anything starts father off. Not only 
were the boys of his time orderly, 
courteous and obedient, but they 
worked. Heavens how they worekd! 
None of this loafing so prevalent in 
the present age. Father himself cut 
cordwood—all his moments seem to 
have been devoted to cordwood—ex¬ 
cept such time as was given to plough 
ing, driving- huge work teams and 
milking cows. We have investigated 
and find that all fathers round forty- 
five or so, were in their youth simi¬ 
lar willing slaves. And our imagina¬ 
tion carries us back to Eastern Can¬ 
dida where these little boys toiled 
i from dawn to dark. Easte^i Canada 
must have been one vast kmass of 
cordwood and ploughed land and work 
ed horses and milked cows, all tended 
j by the hands of little boys.

j Fathers’ sons listen intrigued with 
this epic, and the youngest asks, “But 
father who tended the hens?” “Hens? 

Father’s eldest 
j son asks “And what were grandpa 
and all your brothers doing?” Fa¬ 
ther concedes, in magnificient gener¬ 
osity, that they chored round a bit. 

I But the grinding toil fell on him. As 
j for pleasure, he found it in his work.

| cannot depend upon his boys for one 
[little chore chored. 

I Once in a while father runs over 
|the prescribed tasks “All done? Well 
(well. Very good, but you boyk must

| to tell it.

| ourselves have gazed upon these 
I shiftless, no-account fathers of the 
j slaves of earlier years. They appear 
j to be hale, genial old men, still step- 
; ping lively, still doing a day’s stint. 

I It would seem that they must have 
saved their strength earlier in life. 
Sometimes we see our twelve-year 
I olds in earnest conversation with 
I their grandparents. We wonder if 
J they are getting the low-down on fa r 
jther’s early achievements. There are 
[ bursts of unhallowed laughter. We 
suspect them. 

I However, tomorrow morning they 
j will sit in respectful silence over 
[ their oatmeal, listening with appar- 
| ent awe to father’s oft-told tale.

THE SWATHER 


‘Dad” .Fletcher, .Prominent .Brant 
Farmer Says Combine and Swather 
Here to Stay 


Two great patches of wheat, lying 
out in swaths in fields near Brant 
and Vulcan, have just been threshed 
by W. H. Fletcher (“Dad”), and have 
graded No. 6 but bringing as much 
as or more "than the No. 4 they would 
have got, if tlfteshed last fall. 

“Swathing is the secret of it,” Mr. 
Fletcher declared to the press. “This 
grain was simply cut into swaths and 
had to be left on the ground owing to 
the early snows last November. It 
really looked to the casual observer 
as if it had been ruined but it was all 
right.” He ■ explained that he had 
threshed about 40,000 bushels, using 
combines, before the snow came. 
Some of his fields in the 2,200 acres 
he had under crop, yielded as high 
as 60 bushels, others that had been 
hailed out yielded less. One field of 
400" acres four miles east and four 
miles north of Vulcan, yielded be¬ 
tween 37 and $8 bushels an acre when 
threshed this spring. The other farm 
south of Brant, where Mr. Fletcher 
lives, yielded as high as 42 bushels in 
parts and the totjil crop was around 
15,000 bushels. 

Mr. Fletcher used a device, invent¬ 
ed by a neighbor, Donald McDonald, 
to lift the grain that was flat on the 
ground. It is somewhat like a big 
“cradle” with long scantling for fin¬ 
gers. 

Once the grain heads go through 
the combine, the wheat is dumped in¬ 
to a box which in turn runs into a 
grader. This grader takes out all the 
wheat seed, the cracked and small 
wheat kernels and leaves only the 
quality wheat, which is dumped into 
a truck and hauled to the elevator. 
The whole operation takes only a few 
minutes and the device can handle 
between 100 and 500 bushels an hour, 
Mr. Fletcher stated. Mr. Fletcher, 
whq farms five sections, four and a 
half of which are his own property, 
said that “swathing” was the only 
proper system and that if it was done 
the grain would gain a grade and the 
operation would bo more economical 1 
(han any other system. He is seeding 
about 2,600 acres this spring, practi¬ 
cally all wheat.

A very substantial increase is to be 
noted in the export of w»ol from 
Canada , in the last fiscal year. This 
increased from 5,223,981 lbs. worth 
$1,538,660 the year before, to 11,140- 
101 lbs. worth $3,149,967. 

According to a recent census of the 
farms of the Prairie Provinces 40.9 
per cent, had automobiles; 34.8 per 
cent, had telephones; 25.5 per cent, 
had gasoline engines; 21 per cent, 
had tractors; 2.2 par cent, had auto 
trucks^nd 2.1 had electric light.

WHEAT POOL NEWS 


FARM STORAGE 


Farmers of the District Who Are 
Now Members of the Pool Should 
Help the Pool 


Wheat Pool elevators in Alberta 
will be operated on’a cost basis to pat 
rons. This decision was reached by 
the seventy delegates assembled in 
convention in Calgary, commencing 
May 29th. It was decided to make 
this policy retroactive. The excess 
earnings of the elevator system dur¬ 
ing the 1927-28 crop year will be dis¬ 
bursed to the Pool members who put 
their grain through these elevators. 

The change in elevator policy was 
recommended to the delegates by the 
directors and two proposals submit¬ 
ted. The first proposal was to elim- 
inate handling and service charges 
Upon delivery of the grain to the Pool 
elevator and deduct the actual oper¬ 
ating cost on a per bushel basis from 
the final Wheat Pool payment. This 
method was adopted by the delegates 
after a lengthy discussion. 

The second proposal was to make 
the usual elevator charges to Pool 
members delivering their grain and 
to refund to patrons at the end of the 
fiscal year any excess charges over 
and above actual operating and over¬ 
head costs. The Saskatchewan Pool 
embodies this policy in the operation 
of its elevators. 

The new policy decided upon will 
mean a distribution of Pool elevator 
excess earnings during the present 
crop year only to those who patron¬ 
ized Pool elevator, on the following 
basis: ( 1 ) through Pool country 

houses, ( 2 ) platform shipments to 
Pool terminals, (3) through non-Pool 
line elevators on an actual cost basis 
as described elsewhere in this article. 

The purpose of this new system is 
to increase the volume of grain pas¬ 
sing through Pool elevators. C. M. 
Hall, general manager of the eleva¬ 
tor system, in addressing the dele¬ 
gates, strongly urged that members 
by following this policy could the ele¬ 
vator system be able to function with 
the greatest economy, and the full ob 
jective for which the system was 
| built be realized. This coming har¬ 
vest the Alberta Pool will have close 
to 300 line elevators in operation and 
! three terminals at the Pacific coast. 
In order to bring the greatest pos¬ 
sible return to Pool members with the 
maximum protettion in weights and 
grades, Mr. Hall suggested that ev¬ 
ery effort be made to have Pool han¬ 
dled through Pool^ elevators. 

George Mclvor, general sales man¬ 
ager, address'ed the delegates and 
pionted out the advantage to the Sel¬ 
ling Agency of having Pool grain in 
Pool elevators readily available to 
to complete sales at any time. He 
stated that by placing their grain in 
their own elevators, Pool members 
can assist Pool salesmen to get bet¬ 
ter prices for their grain. 

The new policy laid dowm by the 
Pool delegates will mean something 
new in co-operative effort in.Canada, 
if not in the world. It means that 
members will be charged only the 
bare cost of operating the elevator fa 
cilities. When they haul their grain 
into Pool houses no service or eleva¬ 
tor charges will be made. At the end 
of the fiscal year the actual operating 
cost will be available and will be de¬ 
ducted from the final Wheat Pool pay 
ment. 

The decision to change the elevator 
policy was arrived at only after pro¬ 
longed consideration. Every angle 
of the question was fully considered 
and debated. 


Another momentous decision was 
adopted by the delegates attending 
the Alberta Wheat Pool conference 
in the way of a payment for “farm 
storage” to members who are able to 
retain a portion of the.r wheat on the 
farm until such time as the local pool 
elevator was able to handle the grain. 
The underlying motive of this was 
that the pool’s facilities should be 
utilized to the utmost. 

As a basis for carrying out this 
arrangement an additional payment 
to pool members delivering pool 
wheat to pool facilities, or wheat load 
ed over the platform will be made on 
and after December 15 as follows: 

A maximum of one cent per bush¬ 
el from December 15 to January. An 
add itional maximu m of one cent per 
bushel for wheat delivered after Jan¬ 
uary 15. As a matter of equity 
among the members, this arrange¬ 
ment will apply to farmers shipping 
through points where 'there were no 
pool facilities so far available. It 
was stated that efforts will be made 
to make this arrangement uniform 
throughout the three prairie provin¬ 
ces. 

By an overwhelming majority it 
was decided to continue the member¬ 
ship drive. The whole of the prov¬ 
ince will again be canvassed by the 
delegates, officers and field service 
men. 

E. B. Ramsay, secretary of the In¬ 
ter-Provincial Grading Committee, 
presented a report which told of the 
progress that had been made by the 
committee. This, stated that it was 
planned to check the grading system 
by means of automatic samplers at 
terminals with a view to determining 
the efficiency of the present method 
of sampling as used by the inspection 
department. It was added that should 
the results show any grounds for 
complaint the matter would be 
brought to the attention of the au¬ 
thorities with a view to remedying 
conditions. • 


PHOSPHATE FERTILIZER 


Experiments to test the value of 
superphosphate fertiizer for Alberta 
crops_are being conducted at a num¬ 
ber of points in the province this sea¬ 
son under the direction of Field Crops 
Commissioner W. J. Stephen. This 
material which, is a by-product of the 
smelters at Trail, B.C., is being sup¬ 
plied free of charge by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. An increased yield 
in dry years of from three to five 
bushels per acre due to the increased 
root system developed, is claimed as 
the result of experience with this fer- 
tilizer in Australia .and experirffhnts 
carried out at various points in wes¬ 
tern Canada by the C.P.R. Tests of 
the value o£ this material under Al¬ 
berta conditions are being made at 
Bindloss and Winnifred under the di¬ 
rection of District Agriculturist 
James Murray, at points in the 'Leth- 
bridge Northern Irrigation District 
by District Agriculturist M. L. Freng 
at Sedgewick by District Agricultur¬ 
ist H. W. Scott, at Gleichen by J. Mo- 
Bain, at the Claresholm, Olds and 
Raymond Schools of Agriculture, at 
the Lethbridge Experimental Farm, 
on the Provincial Government farm 
at Oliver, and in an area of burnt-off 
soil west of Edmonton. The work is 
being .carried on with the assistance 
of a number of farmers in each of 
these districts, and it is hoped that 
some valuable information will be se¬ 
cured. 


RAILWAY BUSINESS DOUBLED 


COMPILING STATISTICS 


Sin^lar arrangements to those used 
in previous years have been made by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
and the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture for the collection and pub 
lication of the annual agricultural 
statistics for Alberta for 1928. These 
statistics will be based upon returns 
to" be collected during the month of 
June from individual farmers upon 
cardboard schedules issued to them 
through the teachers and children of 
rural schools. The schedule used is a 
very simple one, calling only for the 
areas sown to field crops and the num 
bers of farm animals alive on the 
farm in mid-June. Upon the result¬ 
ing estimates of total areas sown are 
based the preliminary, provisional 
and final estimates of yield, which 
are of great importance in connection 
with the movement, financing, distri¬ 
bution and sale of the principal cer¬ 
eals, especially of wheat of which 
Canada is now the world’s leading ex¬ 
porter. In order that the statistics 
secured may be as accurate as possi¬ 
ble, it is hoped that farmers in the 
province will not fail to render the 
small service required by filling in 
and returning the schedule issued. 
Any farmer who has not received a 
schedule card by the middle of June 
can secure this by writing the Publi¬ 
city Commissioner, Department of 
Agriculture, ^JJdmonton. 


The volume of business handled ov¬ 
er the E.D. and B.C. and Central Can¬ 
ada railway lines in the northern part 
of the province during the first three 
months of the present year is more 
than twice as great as in the corres¬ 
ponding period of 1927, announces 
Hon. V.W. Smith, Minister of Rail¬ 
ways. The improvement as indicated 
by the quarterly figures o’f the Depart 
ment, applies to both freight and pas¬ 
senger traffic and the northern lines 
are now making the best showing in 
their history. The contractors are al¬ 
ready at work on the construction of 
the fifteen-mile extension from White 
law to Waterhole and it is expected 
that the contract will be completed by 
November 1. A start on the twenty- 
five mile extension from Wembley to 
Hythe is being held up pending the 
passing of the authorizing legislation 
at Ottawa. 


Wainwright is now in the limelight 
in matters of oil. On June 4 the In¬ 
terior oil well came in with a flowing 
well of 600 barrels of oil per day. 
The well is down to a depth of 2065 
and had only penetrated the oil sands. 

The Prince of Wales challenge cup, 
a cash prize of $100 and other spec¬ 
ial prizes at the children’s calf breed¬ 
ing competition at the livestock show 
at Edmonton were won by Annie May 
Turner, an eleven-year-old girl who 
brought her calf from Cadboro Bay, 
Vanvouver Island.

All 
municipal weed inspectors, councillors 
reeve97"seeretaries and the public at 
large-will be invited To these meet¬ 
ings and every effort will'be made to 
secure, general support in the prose¬ 
cution of the campaign on noxious 
weeds. 

It was recommended by the Board 
that, if necessary, additional funds he 
appropriated by the Government to 
carry on weed control work, as it is 
generally realized that the weed prob 
lem in Alberta is assuming large pro¬ 
portions and that no effort must be 
spared to check the spread of this 
menace to agriculture. 

Posters will be prepared and widely 
distributed emphasizing the serious¬ 
ness of the weed situation and the 
public will be called upon to give ev¬ 
ery possible assistance in ’the cam¬ 
paign. , 

Steps will be taken through the 
Department of Education to have 
these posters and copies of the recent 
ly issued weed bulletin placed in ev¬ 
ery public school in the province in 
order that, young people may be en¬ 
couraged to take an interest in weed 
t radiction. 

The Board recommended the hold¬ 
ing of special short courses during 
the winter at which prospective weed 
inspectors might be given special 
training to fit them for their work. It 
was suggested that Municipal District 
I Councils could greatly assist in the 
| campaign on weeds by the holding of 
j one or more local weed conferences in 
i their districts during the season and 
| also by appointing their local weed 
inspectors early in the season and re¬ 
taining them as long as their services 
|were required in the fall. 

I It was announced that timely arti¬ 
cles and announcements will appear 
from time to time in the press deal- 
ling with the government’s weed pol- 
J icy for the season. 

' It was pointed out by Field Crops 
| Commissioner W. J. Stephen that the 
work of the Field Supervisors will he 
carried out very much along the lines 
j of previous years. 

i Efforts will he made to make the 
campaign one of education and co-op- 
I oration among all parties concerned 
|and it is hoped that only in extreme 
leases where the above measures fail, 
will it he found necessary to prose- 
I ento to enforce the provisions of the 
Noxious Weeds Act. 

The scope of the weed campaign is 
thus being considerably extended this 
-easoti, and it is felt that the efforts 
of the Advisory Weed Board will have 
| effect of stimulating increased inter¬ 
est in this work and connecting the 
j Department of Agriculture more 
I closely with the people who are en- 
I gaged in the actual business of con¬ 
trolling and eradicating weeds, 
j The Rt.

In the special angling permit forms 
we observe a number of alterations of 
which many of our readers may not 
lie aware. For instance the per diem 
catch is reduced from 25 to 20 fish 
per day, and anyone engaged in ang¬ 
ling for trout, greyling, rocky moun¬ 
tain white fish or bass must be equip¬ 
ped with an implement known as a 
“disgorger” and in any instance 
where the hook is swallowed the same 
should lie disengaged as carefully as 
possible. The minimum size is same 
as last year 9 inches from tip of nose 
to centre of tail. Furthermore let it 
he known by all that all tributaries of 
the Highwood River are closed and 
any infractions coming to the notice 
of fishery guardians will receive their 
attention without fear or favor.
